I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  fwr  the 
year  ended  31st  Decemeber  I964. 

Mr.  Bates  took  up  his  appointment  as  Public  Health  Inspector 
and  Housing  Manager  ^n  the  27th  January  I964  and  it  gives  me  great 
pleasure  to  welcome  him  to  Bollington,  which  has  grown  from  a population 
cf  5 >460  in  1959  when  I first  presented  my  first  Annual  Report  to  you, 
t®  5 >700  in  1964*  la  my  first,  and  many  of  my  subsequent  Annual 
Reports  I have  mentioned  my  regret  that  no  progress  was  made  in  slum 
clearance.  Once  again  I have  to  report  no  progress  in  the  year  under 
review,  but  at  the  time  of  writing  detailed  house  inspections  are  about 
to  commence,  so  that  I should  be  able  to  report  detail  of  progress  in 
my  next  report. 

New  legislation  continued  to  put  additional  work  on  to  the 
department  in  I964.  The  Shops,  Offices  and  Railway  premises  Act  1963? 

came  into  operation  in  May  1st  I964  and  those  premises  to  be  registered 
with  the  Local  Authority  were  in  the  main  so  registered  before  the  end  of 
the  year.  My  own  impression  is  that  the  legislation  was  much  needed. 

The  number  of  live  births  registered  during  the  year  was  111 
compared  to  98  during  I963.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  number  of 
illigitimate  births  als*'  shows  an  increase  from  5 ia  1963  to  7 1964* 

The  number  of  deaths  and  the  death  rates  are  much  higher  than  in  1963 • 

The  bulk  of  the  increase  v;as  in  two  of  the  principal  causes  of  death 
namely  diseases  of  Heart  and  Circulation  and  Cancer  (all  forms) 

I have  included  as  usual,  an  extract  from  my  Annual  Report 
to  the  Divisional  Health  Committee, 

I wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health 
Committee  for  their  interest  and  the  help  they  have  given  to  me 
throughout  the  year,  and  also  to  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  other 
Departments  for  tlieir  help  and  co-operation  so  readily  given.

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  report  for  the  year  ended 
31st  December  1964*  The  year  was  very  pleasing  in  many  ways,  possibly  the 
most  satisfactory  being  Official  Opening  of  the  now  Junior  and  Adult 
Training  Centres  in  May  by  Si^  Arthur  Vere  Harvey,  M.P,  These  cent-^es  were 
very  much  needed  and  the  very  important  work  done  in  them  is  described  more 
fully  by  the  Supervisors  Mrs.  Cheadle  and  Mr.Lovje  la  ter  in  this  report, 

I am  sure  that  everyone  will  agree  that  the  Centres  have  had  an  excellent 
start. 

The  population  of  the  Division  has  increased  to  44? 240  the 
overspill  rehousing  from  Manchester  on  the  Upton  Priory  Estate  playing  a 
small  part  in  the  increased  population  as  at  31st  December  I964  there  were 
145  houses  occupied  on  the  Upton  Priory  Estate,  The  grov/th  of  the  Division 
will  inevitably  mean  a greater  volume  of  work  but  I am  particularly  concerned 
about  the  Upton  Priory  Estate  as  an  increase  in  the  number  of  Health 
Visitor's,  Midwivos  and  Home  liirses  v/ill  shortly  be  required  to  provide  an 
adequate  service. 

I would  be  very  remiss  if  I did  not  draw  your  .attention  to 
the  establishment  of  the  Therapeutic  Social  Club  for  those  vHio  have  been 
ill  - the  Senior  Mental  Welfare  Officer  describes  this  fully  in  his  section 
of  the  report,  but  I am  indebted  to  Dr.  Boardman,  Dr.  Hughes  and  the  staff 
of  the  P;irkside  Hospital  who  have  worked  closely  with  the  Mental  Welfare 
Officers  to  make  and  maintain  the  success  of  the  club, 

I would  like  to  express  ftiy“thanks  to  all  of  those  voluntary 
workers  wno  have  assisted  the  Department  in  many  v;ays,  and  also  the  officers 
and  staffs  of  the  District  Council  Departments  for  their  co-operation  and 
help.  Lastly,  I would  like  to  thajik  my  own  office  staff  who  are  affected  by 
the  increased  work  of  the  different  sections  and  who  have  worked  extremely 
hard  during  the  year.

SECTION  29  - DOLIBSTIC  HELP. 

The  majority  of  patients  receiving  Home  Help  are  aged  and  infirm,  with  the 
result  that  it  is  often  considered  that  this  is  the  main  function  of  the  service  and 
the  Home  Help  Supervisor  goes  along  to  assess  the  needs  of  an  old  person,  consult 
her  list  to  see  which  Home  Help  has  the  necessary  free  time  and  assign  her  to  that 
case.  This  is  a fa,lse  impression  as  help  for  confinements,  at  the  homes  of  problem 
families  to  the  mentally  ill  or  to  the  f.omily  where  illness  prevents  the  mother 
from  playing  her  part  as  housekeeper  take  priority  over  the  requests  for  help  to 
the  aged  and  infirm.  Such  help  has  been  provided  successfully  during  t^e  last  year 
and  is  of  major  importance  if  the  Home  Help  Service  is  to  play  its  part  in  the 
community. 

It  must  be  remembered  that  the  supervisor  in  this  area,  Mrs  Cheetham,  is 
shared  with  South-East  Cheshire  Divsion,  where  the  population  is  over  7^,000  and 
a total  of  65>396  hours  help  was  provided  last  year.  The  Supervisor  is  available 
to  deal  with  cases  in  the  Macclesfield  Division  on  2^  da,ys  per  week;  and  has  to  deal 
with  new  cases  and  with  urgent  re-organisation  of  old  cases,  with  recruitment  and 
staffing  problems  these  matters  fully  occupying  her  time.  The  supervision  of 
existing  cases  (apart  from  checking  work  done  by  the  Home  Helps,  re-assessing  the 
continued  need  for  Help)  is  not  being  adequately  done,  because  the  total  case  load 
in  the  two  divisions  is  too  heavy, 

I,amd  the  Domestic  Help  Supervisor,  are  of  the  opinion  that  many  economies 
could  be  made  if  there  was  time  for  more  supervision.

Adult  Training  Centre. 

The  centre  was  officially  opened  on  Friday,  8th  May  1964>  Ly  Dir  Arthur 
Vere  Harvey  C.B.E.  M.P. 

Training  Attendances  however  commenced  on  Wednesday,  eth  Karch  1964* 

Establishing  the  Adult  Centre,  has  filled  a great  need  in  Macclesfield  and 
surrounding  area,  evident  in  the  eagerness  with  Miich  it  has  been  received,  the 
connents  of  appreciation  and  the  speed  with  which  the  90  Trainee  place?  are 
being. filled. 

Aims  of  the  Centre.  are  to  equip  the  Mentally  subnormal  adult  with  competence 
in  workshop  practise  and  industrial  skills,  so  that  where-ever  possible  a job 
of  work  in  the  community  can  be  talcen.  Kmphasis  also  is  placed  on  social  and 
personal  training,  such  as  physical  health,  hygeine,  personal  aijpearance, 
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Aims  of  the  Centre  cont'd  - occupation  of  leisure,  current  affairs  and  the 
continuation  of  Junior  Cehtre  Training  i.e.  Reading,  writing  and  money  values 
where  this  is  found  helpful. 


Activities,  include  outwork  from  local  industry,  e-g.»  assembling  electrical 
component  parts  and  cardboard  box  separators,  repetition  work  for  the  printing 
industry,  making  and  stringing  carrier  bags  for  a well  known  local  firm.  Apart 
from  outwork,  Sotton  floor  mops,  Chamois  washleathers,  fireside  stools, 
occasional  tables  and  many  woodwork  jobs  are  made.  The  girls  apart  from 
taking  part  in  the  industrial  wirk  are  taught  machine  swwing  and  all  the 
domestic  crafts.  Simple  domestic  science  is  part  of  the  training  too, 
including  cooking  and  the  preparation  of  simple  meals.  The  centre  has  a 
laundry  unit  v/here  work  is  done  for  the  Ambulance  Service  and  Day  Nurseries  and 
this  it  is  planned  to  increase.  The  trainees  maintain  the  grounds  and  a 
greenhouse 5 mov/ing  the  lawns,  planting  and  bedding.  During  the  year  there  was 
a very  successful  crop  of  tomatoes  in  the  greenhouse  which  supplied  fruit  for 
sale  and  use  in  the  kitchen.

}tc.  Chairman,  Ladies  & Gentlemen, 

It  is  once  again  my  privilege  and  pleasure  to  present  the  Annual 
Report  ©n  the  work  of  the  Mental  Health  Service  in  Macclesfield  and  Bollington 
during  the  year  1964» 

The  growing  awareness  in  the  community  of  the  values  of  services 
provided  by  the  liental  Health  I’^partment  continues  to  place  ari.  ever  increasing 
demand  on  the  Mental  V'/elfare  Officer, 

1964  has  been  a most  interesting  and  active  year  in  the  development 
of  local  services  for  the  mentally  disordered,  and  in  May  v/e  v/ere  privileged 
to  witness  the  official  opening  of  the  Junior  and  Adult  Training  Centres  by 
Sir  Arthur  Vere  Harvey,  li.P.  an  event  which  made  available  to  the  mentally 
subnormal  child  the  most  comprehensive  and  up-to-date  tiaising  facilities  in 
congenial  surroundings.  Thus  the  mentally  subnormal  adult,  was,  for  the 
first  time  in  the  history  of  the  local  community  enabled  to  take  advantage 
of  modem  and  constructive  training  techniques  or  occupational  therapy,  and 
in  this  respect  v/e  are  fortunate  to  have  Mr.  Lowe  as  the  Superintendent. 

Licnson  with  other  agencies  both  statutory  and  voluntary  has  been 
maintained  and  the  Mental  Welfare  Officer  has  v/orked  very  closely  with  the 
General  Practioner  in  effecting  the  rehabilitation  of  the  mentally  disordered. 

Social  clubs  for  the  mentally  disordered  continued  to  funtion 
throu^^out  1964  and  include  the  Over  l6's  Club  for  the  mentally  subnormal, 
which  meets  at  fortnightly  intervals. 

A Therapeutic  Social  Club  for  the  mentally  ill  v/as  introduced 
in  Macclesfield  at  the  beginning  of  May^  an^o.  This  ended  months  of  planning  and 
I am  greatly  indebted,  for  the  wholehearted  support  and  encouragement 
received,  from  the  Chairman  and  Members  ofl  the  Steering  Committee  together 
with  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  County  Health  Committee,  Dr,  Arnold 
Bvovm,  County  Medical  Officer,  Dr,  Ple./s  Divisional  Medical  Officer  and  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Divisional  Health  Committee. 

Initial  club  meetings  vvere  held  at  the  Bridge  Street  Clinic 
but  v.'ithin  a short  space  of  time  the  club  out  grew  its  accommodation  and  we 
were  fortunate  enough  to  transfer  meetings  to  the  new  Adult  Training  Centre 
where,  it  has  continued  to  flourish.  Average  weekly  attendances  are  25  people, 
but  membership  now  extends  to  over  100 


18 


Meetings  are  at  V7eekly  intervals  in  the  evenings,  and  activiti®s 
are  many  and  varied,  ranging  from  card  gcuv.es,  table  tennis  and  darts  to  group 
discussions  and  activities  such  as  theatre  outings  etc,.  At  each  club  m..eting  a 
Consultant  Psychiatrist  is  in  attendfmce,  together  with  the  Mental  Welfare  Officer 
and  it  is  in  this  environment  that  the  full  therapeutic  value  of  the  club  is 
administered  to  the  mentally  ill  and  their  relatives. 

Results  so  far  have  been  most  stimulating  to  all  concerned  and  the 
Bridge  Club,  as  it  is  so  naned,  may,  I feel,  be  now  recognised  as- one  of  the  avost 
advanced  therapeutic  social  clubs  in  the  country. 

The  success  of  this  club  is  in  no  small  way  due  to  the 
unfailing  help  and  support  by  the  members  of  the  Mental  Health  Department  staff, 
voluntary  workers  and  hospital  nursing  and  medicaj  staff  who  give  up  so  much  of  their 
free  time  to  assist  at  club  meetingsand  outings  etc., 

The  overall  number  of  causes  dealt  with  by  officers  of  this 
department,  as  in  previous  years,  continues  to  increase,  and  in  conculsion  I submit 
a table  of  statistics  showing  the  .*ay  in  v/hinh  cases  referred  to  the  department 
during  19^4  have  been  dealt  with  from  this  office.  It  .can  be  seen  that  there  is  a 
marked  increase  on  thoses  submitted  for  1963>  and  you  will  note  that  this  year  I 
have  introduced,  for  the  first  time,  figures  appertaining  to  the  Elderly,  I feel 
that  it  is  of  importance  to  note  that  there  is  a marked  increase  in  the  demand 
for  services  for  the  Elderly  Mentally  Infirm  and  you  v/ill  observe  by  comparing  the 
figures  for  1964  with  those  for  I963  that  there  has  been  an  increase  in  demand  of 
ever  25^

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Bollington  Urban  District  Gcuncil, 


Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  for  the  year  1964* 

I was  appointed  to  the  dual  post  of  Public  Health  Inpsector 
and  Housing  Officer  to  your  authority  on  the  27th  January  19^4  an4  so 
have  had  11  mont^is  to  establish  the  new  combined  Health  and  Housing 
Department. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  female  clerk  who  was  appointed  in 
April  resigned  to  taJce  up  duties  more  compatible  v/ith  her  skills,  and 
preparations  v/ere  being  made  for  the  combined  departments  to  move  from  the 
one  room  we  occupied  on  the  first  floor  to  offices  shortly  to  be  vacated 
by  the  surveyors  department  on  the  second  floor. 

Housing  inspection  and  supervision  both  as  Housing  Officer  and 
Public  Health  Inspector  occupied  a considerable  amount  of  time  during  the 
period  under  reviov;,  and  it  was  unfortunate  for  the  planned  slum  clearance 
programme  that  I v^as  taken  ill  in  October  and  spent  seven  weeks  on  the 
sick  list.  Thus  the  year  ended  without  any  real  progress  being  made  in 
our  efforts  to  deal  with  the  Clearance  Area  property  in  the  district. 

In  the  food  Hygiene  fiseld,  progress  was  made  in  the  provision  of 
hand  washing  facilities  on  the  vehicles  of  mobile  traders. 

I should  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  officers  and  staff  of  the 
Council  for  their  help  in  this  past  year  of  office 5 to  my  predecessor, 

Mr,  B.J. Overbury  of  Macclesfield  Rural  District  v/ho  has  always  been  ready  to 
put  at  my  disposal  his  unique  knowledge  of  the  area  and  to  Dr .Yif.R.Plews , the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,

There  are  throe  sources  of  v/ater  supplied  to  the  district  by  the 
Inlacclesfield  District  Water  Board,  vtho  took  over  the  v;ater  uiadertaking 
from  the  Council  as  from  1st  April  I96I. 

(1)  A borehole  at  Millbrook  from  which  water  is  raised  by  pumping, 

(2)  An  underground  stream  at  Lowerhouse,  flo'./ing  under  gravity. 

(3)  A second  borehole  upstream  of  Millbrook  at  Danebent, 

Sources  (1)  & (2)  are  in  constant  use  v/hile  (3)  would  be  used  only  in 
times  of  exceptionally  high  demand,  i.e,  following  frost  etc.,  The  only 
treatment  given  to  the  water  from  all  three  sources  is  chlorination, 
followed  by  a contact  period  of  time  in  service  reservoirs. 

The  specific  information  regarding  the  supply  requested  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health  is  set  out  belows- 

(a)  The  water  supply  has  generally  been  satisfactory  in  quantity  and 
quality,  but  the  Lov/erbrook  underground  stream  source  is  tending 
now,  owing  to  the  higher  standards  prevailing,  to  fall  short  of 
acceptance  as  a public  supply, 

vb)  Bacteriological  examinations  are  made  weekly  in  respect  of  the 
treated  v;ater  and  only  at  infrequent  intervals  of  the  raw  water. 

(c)  There  is  no  evidence  that  any  of  the  v/aters  have  a plumbo- 
solvent  action  but  the  Millbrook  underground  stream  source  has  a lov/ 
pH  value. 

(d)  No  action  has  had  to  be  taken  during  the  year  in  respect  of  any 
new  form  of  contamination. 

(e)  The  number  of  houses  supplied  directly  from  the  pubxic  mains  is 
2138  and  the  population  5)700, 

The  sole  exception  is  a farm  house  on  the  Urban  District  boundary 
which  is  350  yards  from  the  nearest  main. 

There  are  no  standpipes  in  the  area. 
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DRAINAGE  AND  SS'fERAGE. 


General . 


The  majority  of  dwellinghouses  in  the  district  are  connected  to  the 
public  sewer,  and  treatment  of  sewage  is  imdertaken  at  the  Council's  Lowerhouse 
sewage  disposal  works.  The  Council  have  long  realised  the  inadequacy  of  these 
works  and  were  advised  some  years  ago  by  their  Consulting  Engineers  that  large- 
scale  improvements  to  cope  with  the  large  volumes  of  trade  and  effluent,  which 
industrial  firms  were  being  pressed  by  the  River  Board  to  discharge  into  the  sewer 
instead  of  brook  courses,  could  not  be  recommended  because  of  the  technical  problems 
of  satisfactorily  dealing  with  sewage  with  too  high  a proportion  of  trade  effluent. 

Accordingly,  negotiations  have  proceeded  over  several  years  with  the 
operators  of  Industrial  premises  in  Bollington  and  with  the  Macclesfield 
Corporaticn,  to  finalise  a scheme  whereby  the  existing  Lcverhouse  sewage  works 
would  be  abandoned  and  all  domestic  sewage  aad  trade  effluent  conveyed  by  trunk 
sewer  for  treatment  at  the  Macclesfield  Corporation  Butley  Sewage  V/orks. 

Agreement  between  the  Council  and  Industrial) is ts  on  financial  considerations,  on 
the  basis  of  annual  payments  to  the  Council  on  a "Sewer  capacity  provided"  basis, 
was  in  sight  and  the  extensions  of  the  Butley  works  proceeding,  when  the  Mersey 
River  Board  indicated  that  the  conditions  of  their  consent  to  the  Bollington 
Printing  Company  to  discharge  effluent  to  the  brookcourse  would  require  a much 
greater  proportion  to  be  discharged  to  the  Council's  sewer. 

Because  this  change  of  policy  threatened  many  of  the  details  of  the 
Consultant's  provisional  scheme,  the  advice  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  was  sought.  As  a result,  the  Council  agreed  to  submit  to  the  Minister, 
for  approval,  a £89,700  scheme  cn  the  lines  indicated  above,  allowing  for  the 
maximum  anticipated  discharge  of  both  trade  effluent  and  domestic  sewage  in  the 
forseeable  future. 

The  scheme  was  approved  in  principal  by  the  Minister  during  the  present 

year. 


In  1962  the  Council  agreed  to  bear  the  whole  cost  of  emptying  domestic 
septic  tanks  in  the  district,  utilising  the  vehicle  ovaied  by  the  Macclesfield 
Rural  District  Council, 

During  I964,  six  tanks  ware  emptied  at  a total  cost  to  the  Council 
of  £16.  10.  Od 


HOUSING. 


General. 

The  Council's  programme  for  slum  clearance  in  the  area  of  the  "Square" 
Church  Street,  did  not  proceed  as  was  anticipated.  This  was 

mainly  due  to  the  many  difficu^lties  which  beset  the  combined  department  during 
the  year. 

Individual  unfit  houses. 

No. 10  Bees ton  Brow ‘was  made  subject  to  a Closing  Order  in  1963 > and  the 
Council  accepted  an  undertaking  from  the  owner  to  render  the  house  fit  for  human 
habitation  in  accordance  with  the  schedule  of  works  submitted  by  the  owner. 
Diiriji'g.the  present  year  the  house  was  made  fit  and  the  Closing  Order  cancelled. 

Nos.  8 and  10  Bollington  Road  were  demolished  by  the  owner  without 
resort  to  the  service  of  Demolition  Orders. 

26  houses  were  made  fit  by  owners  of  property  after  informal  action, 
and  4 houses  were  made  fit  after  formal  action  was  taken.

MILK. 

SUPPLIES  - BRUCELLA  .\BORTUS. 

The  regular  routine  sampling  of  milk  in  the  district  is  undertaken 
by  the  County  Council  Health  Department,  which  is  the  Licensiiig 
authority  for  bottling  and  dealers  establisiiments  under  the  Milk 
(Special  Designation)  Regulations, 

The  results  of  the  sampling  are  received  from  the  County  Officers. 

Ho  evidence  was  found  during  the  year  of  tubercle  bacilli  in  milk, 
but  there  Yf&s  one  case  in  v/hich  evidence  of  brucella  organisms  were 
found  in  a bulk  sample  of  milk  (from  a herd  in  the  district)  a 
portion  of  which  is  retailed  in  an  adjoining  area  as  raw  milk. 

Since  the  completion  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture’s  eradication 
programme  for  tuberculosis,  the  County  Council  has  turned  its 
attention  to  the  incidence  of  brucellosis  in  milk.  Brucella  or|;anisms 
are  destroyed  by  heat  treatment  of  milk,  but  their  presence  in  raw 
milk  can  produce  undulant  fever  in  humans,  \7here  evidence  of  the 
presence  of  these  organisms  is  demonstrated  in  routine  sampling,  as 
in  this  case,  iminedia,te  action  is  set  in  motion  to  isolate  the 
affected  cow  (so  to  prevent  the  milk  being  sold  in  its  raw  state) 

The  follsv;ing  table  sumraaries  the  work  of  the  County  Council  in 
respect  of  sampling  for  the  presence  of  Brucella  Abortus  in  the 
milk  supplies  of  the  district.

There  are  no  saoke  control  arej  s in  the  district.  During  the 
year  progress  v/as  aade  in  efforts  to  reduce  the  industrial  smoke, 
Tovv'ards  the  end  of  the  year  one  particularly  persistent  offender 
had  made  arrangements  to  install  a further  boiler  which  it  was 
anticipated  would,  when  in  operation,  considerably  reduce  the 
excessive  load  on  the  existing  single  boiler. 

RODENT  CONTROL. 


The  Council  has  an  obligation  to  inspect  their  district  for 
infestations  of  rats  and  mice  and  to  carry  out  the  treatment 
for  their  extermination  on  their  ovm.  properties,  A part-time 
Rodent  Operator  is  employed  for  these  purposes,  who  also  undertakes 
treatment  of  vermin  at  pi-ivate  dv;elling  houses  free  of  charge  and 
at  business  premises  at  the  expense  of  the  occupiers.  Several  of 
the  larger  industrial  premises  and  a few  "arms  are  serviced  under 
annual  contracts . 

The  total  nuixiber  of  properties  inspected  f».)r  infestations  as  a 
result  of  notification  was  126  and  the  nunler  inspected  during  the 
course  of  survey  504*
